& general survey of the powers predominant throughout 
India during the period of the gradual decay of the ‘ughal | 
Empire after the death of Aurangzeb shows that many a 
mint-towns had already passed under the non-Miughals and that 
a number of mints were establidhed by the various local autho- 
rities such as the Hast India Companies, the Nawabs of Kwach, 
the Rohillas, the Nizam, the Marathas and the numerous Rajput 
and Sikh Chiefs throughout the Central India, Re Sputane, Sune 
jab and other parts of the country. All these Powers are | 
known to have struck coins in the names and legends of the 
later Mughals such as ‘uhammad Shah, alemgir Iil,-Shah Alam, 
Akbar II and 20 (Syuvols on the coins betray their place of ori- 
gin in certain cases but in case of coins which are quite simi- 
lar to the Mughal ones (with even the regnal and Hijri years | 
in accord) in almost every respect,it is certainly difficult 
to trace the autharity under whom they were struck. For this 
as Mr. Ri B. Whitehead informs us in his Catalogue of Mughal 
Coins in the Punjab Museum, Lahore, a working Formula was adop- 
ted after discussions by the Numismatic Conference held at 
Allahavad in 1920. ‘This Formula allowed the recognition of 
all coins bearing the name and legend of the Mughal ‘“mperors 
to be Mughal ones upto 1803, i.e. almost the close of Shah 
Alam's rule as Mughal coins. In case of Akbar II and Bahadur 
Il, Shahjanabad alone was recongnized as 4 Mughal mint. 

This Formula ie allowed by all Numismatists hitherto 
which has resulted in the inclusion of a large number of non- 
Mughal coins in almost all Catalogues of Mughal Coins, pub-

lished thereafter. 


tn view of the new historical as well as Humismetic 


material brought to light during the last so many years, it is 


now necessary to revise the VYormula and the coins should here- 


fter ‘Aveigned vith, due consideration to the local eaters 
of the mint towns in addition to the tests of caligraphy, fae 
bric, mint-marks, Symbols, etc.,. I therefore propose that 

the Society should now form a Sub-Committee or entrust the work 
to some expert Numismatist, who would dive deep into the his- 
tory and ascertain the number and names of mints that could 
definitely be called as iiughal mints and reject all others as 
non-Mughel ones. 

Por instance,the coins issued fpom the mints of Asaf- 
nagar, agfavac, Sareli, Baroda, Ujjain, SubahAwadh, Darussal- 
tanat Lucknow, Orchha, Balanagar Gadha, bi@svli Bindraban Mue- 
Gimabad, Bhopal, Panipat, Poona, Jammun, Chhatarpur, Chhach- 
rauli, Hasanabad, Deogerh, Aavishnagar Sagar, Srinagar (Garhwal) 
Kunch, Kalikatta, Gokulgarh, (ohad, Muhammadnagar Tanda, Mustae- 
fabad (Rampur), Muzaffaergarh, Malharnagar, Najafgarh, Nasrulla- 

hager, Abdullanagar, Hathras, Hardwar(Tireath), Ismailgarh, 
Mahisor, Arkat, Awacdh, Salwantnagar Jhansi, Beanras,.Muhamada- 
bad, vaipur, Farrukhabad, Anmadnagar, Kora, Muradabad, Mahin- 
Garpur, Brijindarpur, Charatpur, Najibabed, Narwar, Nagor, 
Jochpur and Mumbai were without doubt struck under the control 
and authopity of various non-Mughal rulers. 

A systematic study of the coins of later Mughel with 
reference to the history of the respective mint towns would, I 
am sure, revolutionise the whole theory. 

I hope, you will kindly place it before the next annual 
meeting after obtaining the views of various Numismatic scholars 


in India and abroad as resolved at the last annual meeting.
